MURDER AND~ SUICIDE. 


Haydon Roberts Kills His Wife, Then 


Blows His llraliis Out. 


AUBURN, Neb., July l3.-Hayden 


Roberts murdered his wife near Peru 
Sunday moru-ingr by beatinn- her over 
the head with the stock of a shotgun 
until the same was broken and then 
the barrel of the gun was used. The 
murder was surely premeditated, for a 
note was found near the dead woman's 
body signed by II ay den Roberts and 
saying that his body would be found 
near the old salt basin in his father's 
pasture about one mile distant. 


Roberts had shot himself just back of 


the right ear and seemingly died with- 
out a stugg-le. Ilayden Roberts was 
one of the oldest residents of the coun- 
ty and a man of some prominence. 
The murdered woman was a widow 
when she married Roberts with chil- 
dren of her own. Their home life was 
not always happy.

Japan has been visited by a calamity 


of almost unprecedented magnitude. 
On the lath of June at half past eight 
o'clock in the evening a seismic wave 
struck the northeast coast of the main 
island, -throughout a distance of about 
200 miles, and in five minutes 30,000 
people were killed and 12,000 houses 
destroyed.

An Excursion Train Wrecked in 


a Suburb of Chicago. 


Five Persons Were Instantly Killed 


and About Twenty Injured. 


Ttie Train, Going at n Hliyh Rate of Spneil, 


Collided With a Switch Engine Stand- 


ing on a Siding—Tho Train Crc-w of 


the rassengrer Train Arrested. 


CniCAGO, July 13.—An excursion train 


on the Wisconsin Central ran into an 
open switch at Altenlieim. a suburb, 
ten miles west of this city Sunday 
evening, causing a wreck in which 
five people were killed and twenty in- 
jured. 


The names of the dead are: Chas. 


Samuels. Chicago; Fred Keitel, Chi- 
cago; Fred Koch, Chicago; two unin- 
dentificd women, whose ages are about 
sixteen and twenty. 


The injured: Mrs. Fagin, Chicago, 


right leg broken; Edward Kelly, Chi- 
cago, left leg broken; D. E. Allen, left 
arm broken; J. II. Healer, conductor oi 
the train, badly bruised; Peter Con- 
nor, injured internally; Fred Oravell, 
badly bruised and internal injuries. 
Ten or 15 others were injured but were 
taken away in carriages, patrol wagons 
and other conveyances before their 
names were learned. 


The train consisted of 18 coaches and 


was returning from 
Schiller Park, 


where the Graded Assessment club, a 
lodge of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen had given a picnic. 
The 


train was coming down a grade ap- 
proaching Altenlieim station and the 
speed was so great that when the engi- 
neer saw the open switch be could not 
stop the train in time to avert the 
wreck. 


Standing on the siding were a switch 


engine and an unloaded 
passenger 


train, waiting for the excursion to 
pass. 
When the heavily laden picnic 


train struck the engine and train the 
baggage car was telescoped by the 
next coach. Those who met death were 
riding in the baggage car, as no seats 
were to be had in the coaches. 


It is not known who is guilty of leav- 


ing the switch open, but pending an in- 
vestigation the police arrested Con- 
ductor Healer, James Grant and Wm. 
Dolan, the crew of the excursion train 
and the crew of the sidetracked pas- 
senger train. 


The conductor and engineer of a 


Wisconsin 
Central 
suburban train 


which left the downtown station at one 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, bad a savage 
fight with six men near Harlem sta- 
tion, in which both trainmen were in- 
jured. 
Six men, who got on just out- 


side of Chicago, refused to pay their 
fare, and in their argument with the 
conductor retreated 
to 
the 
front 


platform 
of 
the 
first 
car, 


where they made a stand. 
Three of 


the men got off the train, but the oth- 
ers got on the tender and when the 
conductor attempted to follow them, 
hit him over the head with a coupling 
pin, rendering him insensible. Engi- 
neer Wm. King, who came to his aid, 
was 
set 
upon and badly bruised 


by 
the 
three 
toughs. 
The men 


were kept on the 
train, however, 


until the next station where they were 
placed under arrest. Their names are 
Geo. Loiters, Frank O'Hearn and Geo. 
Mason. When Conductor Cole recov- 
ered he found he waa minus S41 which 
he had in his vest pocket, but whether 
he lost the money in the scuffle or the 
men robbed him he is unable to say.

CANTON, O., July 13.—This will be a 


week of more than ordinary importance 
at Canton. Maj. McKinley expects a 
good many visitors representing vari- 
ous interests, classes and organizations. 
The event which is destined to attract 
deepest attention, however, will be the 
coming of six or eig-ht hundred repre- 
sentative women of Cleveland on Wed- 
nesday to congratulate Maj. McKinley 
on his nomination, and to assure him 
that he has in a high degree their con- 
fidence, respect and admiration. 


The Cleveland women will probably 


be joined by a delegation from De- 
troit and by many others from the 
larger towns of northern Ohio. It is 
not unlikely that the whole number 
may reach a thousand, or even more. 


Their visit will be largely non-parti- 


san in character. There will be several 
other delegations in Canton this week, 
and Maj. McKinley will be a very busy 
man.

LIVERY FIRE. 


At I-cnst Eighty Horses Perish In Flames- 


Valuable Carriages 
and Wagons De- 


stroyed. 
COI.UMIIUS, O., July 13.—Fire started 


in the office of the large four-story 
brick livery and boarding stable of 
Fred Acheson, jr., at the corner of Gay 
and Third streets, in the midst of the 
business portion of the city, and imme- 
diately in the rear of the Dispatch 
building-. It spread rapidly, and in a 
snort time the entire building- was in 
ilamcs. It was filled with the usual 
provisions of a livery barn—75 to 100 
carriag-es and buggies and about 120 
head of horses. 
Eighty of the latter 


were burned, together with the ma- 
terial, and all of the vehicles. 
The 


building belonged to Henry Chitten- 
dcn. 
It is a complete loss. 
The loss 


on the building is §30,000, partially in- 
sured. That on stock and contents 
will probably reach 550,000. The in- 
surance can not be told, as it is divided 
between so many owners. 
It is not 


known how the fire started.

in Northwestern Iowa in 1881, nearly 
all are now sold. Irast year in that lo- 
cality there was a bumper crop, and 
lower prices, especially for oats and 
barley. Our return from 869 acres still 
on hand and let to nine tenants amoun- 
ted to $3.20 gross per acre, which is 
a record in our experience. 
Most of 


this was paid in kind, and seeing that 
such reut is one-third of the crop, it 
follows that the tenant farmers' gross 
return, (exclusive of profits on live 
stock,was approximately^. 40 per acre. 


"Prices, also, of land in that local-1 


ity are the highest we 
have ever 


known. For 560 acres, costing §6.50 
per acre, or prairie and standing in, 
with improvements, at §13.94 per acre 
purchasing 
farmers 
paid last year 


$27.32 per acre.' 


Now, if this shows anythung it is not 


what the Blade means for it to show. 
It rather shows that _the British land 
owner hogs the profits but that there 
may be no mistake here is what the 
Blade itself says: 


"Nine tenants, 
occupying among 


them 869 acres, make an average of 96 
acres'apiece, and the return that each 
one got for -his year's labor, after pay- 
ing for the use of the land, was, at 
§6.40 per acre, §614.40. 
In addition, 


he had his home, his profit on his live 
stock, and ,sometbing from his garden 
toward supplying him with food. 
If 


there are any Eastern workingmen 
doing better than this, we should like 
to hear from them." 


Now, 
let us figure a little. In the 


first place the Englishman says that 
the land cost them §6.50 per acre and 
that for this he charged the farmer 
|3.20 per acre rent which is over 50 
per cent, per annum on the invest- 
nient. Now, if there is a banker, mer- 
chant, farmer, mechanic or common 
laborer in Portsmouth, Scioto county, 
the state of Ohio, or elsewhere on 
earth, who can do a legitimate business 
and pay 50 per cent, for capital on 
which to do it, we would like to hear 
from him. 


Now, 
lot us look at the farmer's 


profits. 
His gross receipts, counting 


all his grain as sold, were only $614.40, 
and if he raised stock it consumed 
much of that grain, his horses had to 
be fed from it and he got his o,vn bread 
from it, so that the grain all counted 
as sold, virtually represents the stock. 
One man can not tend and care for the 
crops on 96 acres of land, so he had to 
hire a hand for eight months of the 
year at least, at, say §15.00 per month 
which is $130.00. 
If he had sons or 


daughters to help him, their labor was 
worth as much as any one's, who did 
the same work, so that cues no figure 
in the expense. Now, deduct the cost 
of keeping his teams, of paying his 


manded and secured; prices of labor 
and of products, particularly of the 
farm, have gradually declined until! 
the laborer has become a slave and the: 
husbandman, a serf. Interest on notes, j 
!vnd mortgages, . and bonds, however, j 
has not declined with, the decline of • 
the price of labor and products, nor 
has the salary of public officials, 
the 


usurer claims the same pound of hu- 
man flesh that Shylock claimed; the 
public official draws the same salary, 
or a larger one, than he did when labor 
brought double the compensation it 
now does, and products commanded a 
hundred per cent, more in the markets.

;fast freight !No. 38 came around the 
curve and before either train coiild be 
stopped they crashed together with 
.fearful results. 
| The crowds of anxious people at the 
depots did not scatter with the break 
of day, although the excitement of the 
night wore oft* as relatives and friends 
of the dead ones becamed convinced of 
the worst. 
About seven o'clock the 


first funeral train from the scene of 


(thc catastrophe arrived at the union 
depot 


This train contained many of the 


more seriously injured, and as the 
poor 
\infortunates were 
lifted 
in 


blankets from the car the groans of 
the wounded mingled with the agon- 
ized sobs of relatives and friends. 
Twenty of the injured were taken in 
ambulances to St. Joseph's hospital. 
Several of them can not live. 


At 8:80 o'clock the train carrying the 


dead was sighted coming across the 
long Union Pacific trestle. The con- 
trast with the scene of the day be fore, 
.^ivhen the happy excursionists were 
leaving, wag awful. 


As the train drew up to the station a 


special cordon of police guarded the 
approaches and kept the crowd back. 
Seventeen bodies, laid on pine boards 
•and covered with a ' plain muslin 
shroud, were taken one by one and 
placed in a long row on the floor of the 


' baggage room. Only friends of the 
missing ones were allowed admission. 
Those silent forms gave evidence of 
the 
force 
of 
Saturday's collision. 


Headless trunks, bodies without limbs, 
limbs without bodies, a gruesome spec- 
tacle, were gathered in that small 
space. Occasionally sonic one would 
recognize the features of a son or 
daughter. 


Kind friends would gently lead them 


from the room and the body would be 
ticketed and sent to the undertaker's.
